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‘FUNDING ENVIRONMENTAL 
RESEARCH 


The Research Secretariat and the Alberta 

> Environmental Research Trust of the 
Department of Environment are two distinct 
funding agencies. 

» The Department of Environment Act for 
Alberta (Section 8) recognizes the need for 
and provides mechanisms by which environ- 
mental research may be carried out. The 

*Research Secretariat was set up in the 
department to administer and co-ordinate 
research, as well as to encourage provincial 
expansion of applied research relative to the 
protection and maintenance of environmental 
quality. The Alberta Environmental Research 
Trust was established to, in part at least, 

support environmental research unlikely to 
receive funding through the normal research 
institutions or government agencies. 

The Secretariat is the research management 
arm of the Alberta Department of Environ- 
ment. It maintains a small staff of research 
scientists whose responsibility is to review 
and evaluate proposals for research grants, to 

«Provide a consultative service to the 
Department of Environment and to other 
Alberta government departments, and to 
industry and private consultants. After review, 

‘ environmental research judged to fit the 
technical criteria developed under policy 
established by the Minister of Environment 

» may be funded by contract or grant depending 
on the circumstances. 

The Alberta Environmental Research 
Trust operates independently of the govern- 
ment, with decisions on disbursement of 
research grants being the sole responsibility of 
the Board of Trustees. While the objectives of 
«the Research Secretariat and the Alberta 
Environmental Research Trust are similar, 
the two are entirely separate entities, serving 
different and distinct functions. The common 
bond of the Secretariat and the Alberta 
Environmental Research Trust is that the 
chairman of the Secretariat is-secretary to the 

y Alberta Environmental Research Trust, and 
that Secretariat scientists act as scientific 
advisers to the Board of Trustees. 

The Alberta Environmental Research Trust 
does not fund any environmental research 
projects in government departments; the 
Research Secretariat may fund proposals 
originating from any sector. Applications for 
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funding should take into account the two 
potential sources of research support. 


APPLICATIONS FOR FUNDING 
Any person, institution, corporation, or society 
may apply for research funds. Because funds 
must be provided each year by the Legislature, 
applications should reach the Secretariat no 
later than July 1 for projects which will 
commence in the year following, in order to 
be included in department estimates. 
Environmental research has been defined as: 
“Investigation of the actual or potential effects 
of man-induced change to the environmental 
system.” Funds are not normally provided for 
research outside the province. Projects must 
have significance for Alberta, be generally 
short-term, and of an applied nature. Criteria 
used to evaluate feasibility of funding are 
listed in the following section. Occasionally, the 
Secretariat may solicit environmental research 
proposals for specific or urgent research needs 
of the Department of Environment or other 
departments or agencies of the Alberta 
government. All proposals must be clearly 
of an environmental nature. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR RESEARCH PROPOSALS 
Research proposals must meet certain criteria 
established by the Secretariat and the 
department before funds are provided. All 
projects are evaluated on the basis of research 
and policy criteria and research priorities, as 
outlined below. In addition, each application 
is to be submitted in the format as set out here. 

All applicants are encouraged to contact the 
Secretariat for information before making 
submissions for research funding. Secretariat 
staff offer a consultative service to all 
applicants, as an aid to meeting funding 
requirements. 


RESEARCH CRITERIA 

Technical criteria apply to issues which must 
be addressed in proposals; there are two 
aspects—quality and feasibility. 

Project quality 

1. Scientific soundness 

2. Competence of researchers 

3. Demonstrated knowledge of relevant 
disciplines 

4. Demonstrated need for the research 

5. Potential benefit/cost ratio 

6. Involvement of new or unique theory or 
techniques 
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Project feasibility 

1. Application of research to Alberta problems 
2. Identification of a conceptual model 

3. Identification of knowledge gaps 

4. Acceptable theory and method for the 
research 

5. Availability of human and technical 
resources 

6. Project cost 

7. Availability of funds in the Research 
Secretariat and divisions within the department 


POLICY REQUIREMENTS 

Policy criteria apply to the perceived needs of 
the Alberta Department of Environment or 
other Alberta government departments, within 
priorities set forth by the Minister of 
Environment for Alberta. 

Project criteria 

1. Immediacy or long-term nature of the 
research 

2. Relationship of research to Alberta 
environmental management policies 

3. Whether proposal is from public or private 
sector 

4. Whether documentation is available 
concerning related work 

5. Whether alternative funding is possible 


RESEARCH PRIORITIES 

As well as technical and policy criteria, research 
proposals are required to satisfy one or more 
of the priorities recognized by the Alberta 
Department of Environment. Research 
priorities are based in general on three 
elements: 1. identified public needs; 

2. scientific credibility; 3. economic 
feasibility. Stated specifically below are 
priorities for environmental research based in 
part on requirements identified from public 
inputs to the Science Advisory Committee to 
the Environment Conservation Authority and 
in part on priorities already established in the 
Alberta Department of Environment. 

Funding of environmental research proposals 
will generally be approved within the priority 
associated with the following environmental 
actions: soil, water, and air pollution; domestic 
sewage disposal; recycling and reclamation; 
land use; and urban and rural life quality. 

If research proposals meet the criteria for _ 
acceptance with and in accordance. with 
established priorities, then funding may be 
authorized within budget limitations. Normally 


an agreement will be signed between The 
University of Alberta, through the person 
receiving the funds, and the Minister or his 
designate. 

Note: At least 10 days before the deadline 
date all such applications shall be forwarded, 
after being signed by the Research Director, 
the Chairman of the Department, and receiving 
the approval of the Dean of the Faculty where 
required, to the Research Grants and Contracts 
Office for registration and review. After 
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processing, the application will be forwarded 
via the University’s mail service directly to 
the Chairman, Research Secretariat, Alberta 
Environment, Milner Building, 10040 104 
Street, Edmonton, Alberta TS} 0Z6. An extra 
copy of the application should be included, 
marked: “Copy for RGO.” The Research 
Director is requested to retain one copy of the 
application for his own use. Further informa- 
tion may be obtained from the Research Grants 
and Contracts Office, 432-5360.
